the neceffity for which they are kept, is jut 
the fame as impofing a tax on artificers tools 5 
for without a faddle horfe it would be impoffi- 
ble that many could follow their proper em- 
ployments. ‘A poor Farmer, by an aét of Pro- 
vidence, fhall be unable to walk, and therefore 
is obliged to keep a little horfe for no other 
purpofe than to ride about his farm to fee his 
cattle and his fervants at work; would it not 
be a grievous thing to impofe a tax of 10. per 
annum on this little horfe, without which the 
poor man could not have his bufinefs done? 
Mot other taxes are levied ad valorer, but 
here a hcrfe worth perhaps no more than 31. is 
fubjec&t to a tax equal to one of zol.'furely 
fome difference ought to have been made in 
this cafe, efpecially nce they who can afford
